Watergate lawyer, indicated that 
Nixon would defy two subpoenas 
issued last week by the House 
Judiciary Committee in its impeach- 
ment inquiry. 


In another development yester- 
day, Jeb Stuart Magruder, the 
No. 2 official in Nixon's 1972 re-

Jaworski's challenge to the 
President's willingness to accept 
the prosecutor's independence was 
disclosed shortly after judge Sirica 
ordered Nixon to obey a subpoena 
from the special prosecutor's office 
demanding tapes of 64 conversa- 
tions sought as evidence in the 
Watergate cover-up trial. 


After the order, Vice-President 
Gerald Ford said the White House 
should turn over any tapes “rele- 
vant to a criminal proceeding.”

In a letter to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, Jaworski said, ‘The 
crucial point is that the President, 
through his counsel, is challenging 
my right to bring an action against 
him to obtain evidence. Or different- 
ly stated, he contends that I can- 
mot take the President to court. 
Acceptance of hig contention would 
sharply limit the independence that 


I consider essential if I am to ful- 
fil my responsibilities as contem- 
Plated by the charter establishing 
this office. 


“Any claim raised by the White 
House counsel on behalf of the 
President that challenges my right 
to invoke the judicial process 
against the President, as I am 
doing in an effort to obtain these 
tapes at the trial In U.S. vs. Mit-

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India’s atomic blast. 
signals new era 
of nuclear energy

NEW DELHI. — 
8. nation whose self-confidence 
has been seriously sapped by 
ἃ train of economic and political 
misfortunes, last Saturday's atomic 
explosion has come as an invizora- 
ting force. Its internal consequences 
in the form of a morale booster for 
the government of Mrs. Indira Gan- 
ahi could be even more far-reaching 
than its impact on the international 
power structure. 

The underground blast, said to 
have been carried out in the desert 
region of Rajasthan on India's 
western border, does not indicate 
any change in this country’s nuclear 
policy. It marks the logical cul. 
Mination of decisions taken in the 
Jast few years to develop sources 
of atomic energy for peaceful) pur- 
poses, 

There is no reason to believe that 
India has decided to crash its way 
into the nuclear arms club. And if 
such 2 decision’ is taken in the 
not too distant future this would de- 
pend on how other countries, par- 
cularly those in the Asian region, 
react to the knowledge that India 
has arrived on the threshold of 
nuclear deterrent capability. 

That the Indian Atomic Energy 
Commission, set up in 1948, has 
been working for some years to 
acquire nuclear technology for 
peaceful uses is no secret. Mrs. 
Gandhi told parliament in Novem- 
ber 1970 that her government's po- 
licy of atomic power development 
“goes include underground nuclear 
explosions.” 

India is the first country to con- 
duct its initial experimental nu- 
clear explosion underground. Again, 
while the five other nuclear powers 
conducted tests to equip themselves 


‘with deterrent weaponry, the Indian 


blast has been accompanied by a 
firm declaration of New Delhi's 
strong opposition to the military 
use of atomic energy. 

But the test does bring the In- 
dian government nearer the point 
when it must decide whether to 
adopt nuclear deterrence in the con- 
text of the growing armaments race 
in West Asia and the possibility of 
sharpening big-power naval rivalry 
in the Indian Ocean, and the likely 
impact of these factors on peace 
and stability in the Indian sub- 
continent and the surrounding ter- 
ritories. 

Thus only a politica] decision 
keeps India today from joining the 
exclusive nuclear club, That decl- 
sion would depend largely on how 
Pakistan and China react politically 
and militarily to Saturday’s explo- 
sion, which is only the beginning 
of a series of tests. 

A few hours after the test, the 
government announced this was 
part of its continuing efforts to 
keep abreast of the latest techno- 
logy in the peaceful uses of the 
atom, parlicularly for excavating 


canals, underground storage of 
water, Mining coal and nonferrous 
Metals, and drilling for petroleum 
and natural gas. 


Such a breakthrough in technology 


could fave tremendous significance ὦ 


for this country's economic growth, 


which is lagging badly behind set © 


targets. It could reverse the process 
of economic collapse which appears 
a dangerous threat in the present 
decade. 


But the technological thrust for 
this achievement is identical with 
that needed co make a nuclear war- 
head, For this reason the sponsors 
of the nuclear proliferation treaty 
wrote into it a prohibition on peace- 


ful tests by countries without atomic ~ 
weapons. This was one reason why - 


India refused to sign the treaty 
while stressing its support. for the 
principle of outlawing such weapons. 


Saturday's blast is likely to create 
an entirely new situation for the 
world nuclear weapon establishment, 
says K, Subrahmanyam, Director of 
the Institute for Defence Studies and 
Analyses (1D.S.A.) and for long 
a staunch advocate of India develop- 
ing a nuclear striking force. 


The Indian explosion used plute- : 


nium-239, as the Atomic Energy 
Commission has mo plant to extract 
uranium-235 from natural uranium. 
But according to the Commission 
chairman, Dr. Homa N. Sethna, 
there was no significant radio-act- 
ivity even at a height of 30 metres 
above the blast site when a helicop- 
ter-borme party made the first. aerial 
survey half an hour later. 


India has two atomic power sta- 
tions and one research reactor from 
which the plutonium could have 
come, Atomic wastes from them can 
yield more than 100 kilograms of 
plutonium. yearly. A plant to res 


cover the element from fuel burnt - 


at the Canada-India reactor set up 
at Trombay, near Bombay, was built 
at the Bhabha Atomic Research 
Centre (BARC) there in 1964, 
(named for the late Dr Homa 
Bhabha, India's pioneer nuclear 
physicist. 

Based on the experience gained 
from this plant, the 
is building a large’ plutonium-re- 
covery plant in the State of Ma- 
harashtra. All these sources of plu- 
tonium are under safeguards through 
agreements with the International 
Atomic Energy Authority which 
specifically state that plutonium 
obtained from them must not be 
used for war purposes.: 

BARC's fourth research reactor 
at Trombay ig fuelled with pluto- 
nium and went critical in May 1972.
